Fast food giant to move into retail park opening later in year 



Work is continuing at the Banbury Gateway Retail Park, in Wildmere Road, Banbury 


WORK ‘WELL 
UNDER WAY’ 


WORK on the new Banbury Gateway 
Retail Park is “well under way” and the 
latest company to move in could be 
McDonald’s. 

The site, in Acorn Way, Banbury was 
formerly the headquarters of 
motorsport company Prodrive before 
site owner LXB Retail Properties Pic 
chose contractor McLaren to build the 
£80m retail park. 

Project manager for McLaren, John 
Maley, said: “We have commenced the 
second terrace, which is predominantly 
restaurants, and we’re about 50 per cent 
through on the steel frame erection and 
about 10 or 15 per cent done with it 
overall.” 

He added that work was on schedule 
for a completion date in October, with 
McDonald’s lining up to join confirmed 
retailers Marks & Spencer, Primark and 
Next. 

The fast food chain submitted a 
planning application to Cherwell 
District Council at the end of April and 
will learn the council planners’ 
decision by June 18. 

A spokesman for the restaurant said: 
“A new McDonald’s would bring 
investment to the area and provide at 
least 75 full and part-time jobs for the 
community

“We are excited about the prospect of 
investing in Banbury and will be 
working with the council to advance 
our plans.” 

The officer in charge of the 
application, Lewis Bankes-Hughes, 
said: “A fast-food restaurant has been 
approved, but we are currently 
considering the restaurant’s signage. 

“That will determine whether or not 
it will be a McDonald’s.” 

Mr Maley said he thought McDonald’s 
would “probably be an added bonus” 
to the site. 

The 258,000sq ft site on Wildmere 
Road has already signed Marks and 
Spencer for 100,000 sq ft for a full 
store, that would include a food 
section, with Primark taking 60,000 sq 
ft and Next committing for a 40,000 sq 
ft site. 

Further lettings will include Fat 
Face, Poundland, Starbucks and Ed’s 
Diner. 

Bosses from LXB Properties and 
McLaren Construction expect work to 
be finished in time for Christmas 
shopping. 


Principal at LXB Properties, Jon 
McCarthy, said: “The work is going 
well, we’re on course for the completion 
date we set and Primark and some of 
the other shops will be having some of 
their shop fittings in June.” 

He added: “We still have a couple of 
units left to let but nothing is going to 
stop us now.” 

The project is being funded by the 
Crown Estate, which is the UK’s fourth 
largest direct owner of regional 
shopping parks. 

Its portfolio includes 16 schemes in 
places like Leicester, Nottingham, 
Cheshire Oaks and Newcastle.

Councillors warned July’s 
‘emergency budget’ may 
force more cuts to services 

AN EXTRA £60m of cuts could 
be needed at Oxfordshire Coun¬ 
ty Council, bringing the amount 
slashed since 2010 to up to 
£344m. 

The authority has warned an 
“emergency budget”- expected from 
the Chancellor in July - and nation¬ 
al spending reviews later in the year 
are expected to present “significant 
financial challenges.” 

Finance bosses have warned sen¬ 
ior councillors that extra savings 
needed over the next five years 
could be between £50m and £60m. 

That would be on top of £284m the 
council has had to find since 2010 
due to Government budget cuts. It 
is understood that job losses would 
be likely. 

The council could also face con¬ 
tinuing restrictions on how much 
council tax it can raise and has al¬ 
ready planned to spend 85 per cent 
of its £130m reserves in an attempt 
to protect services from previously 
agreed cuts. 

Conservative County Council lead¬ 
er Ian Hudspeth refused to speculate 
on what services in the county could 
be at risk, but has been warned that 
some might have to go altogether. 

Children’s centres, grant funding 
for community groups, homeless 
support, libraries and youth centres 
are all feared to be in the firing line. 

One charity chief, Adrian Sell, 
said: “While recognising the pres¬ 
sures faced by the county council 
we know that investing early in a 
child’s life saves money through 
reducing the need for later interven¬ 
tions as well as by improving par¬ 
ents’ wellbeing and children’s life 


also show that the force’s mobile 
speed cameras are far more 
effective than static cameras.

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Funding is music to ears of hospice staff and patients 


PATIENTS have been given a 
voice at a hospice in 
Adderbury as it secures 
thousands of pounds worth of 
funding to expand its music 
therapy. 

Katharine House Hospice, 
which supports those with 
terminal illnesses, has pulled 
together £24,000 from trusts 
and donations. 

Partnership fundraiser at 
the hospice Daphne Robertson 
said: “Music therapy sessions 
are a very important part of 
palliative care provision 
because giving psychosocial 
support to people and families 
is really important at the end 
of life. 


“We have the challenge of 
getting funding through every 
year. We have had music 
therapy for one day a week, 
which went from three hours 
up to one day because it was 
just so popular. We can now 
have it three days a week.” 

The funding will cover the 
cost for three music therapy 
sessions a week for the next 12 
months at the East End 
hospice. Music therapy allows 
for the hospice to continue to 
expand its holistic approach to 
end-of-life care. Other sessions 
held by the Adderbury hospice 
include beauty therapy, 
massage therapy, reflexology, 
and aromatherapy.

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House plan scrapped 

ADDERBURY: Almost 100 proposed 
new homes in the village have been 
wiped off the agenda after councillors 
agreed there was already enough 
development. 

Cherwell district councillors voted 
against a residential development for up 
to 98 homes west of Banbury Road in 
Twyford. 

They said that as a five-year land supply 
could already be demonstrated, there was 
no need for more development. 

Adderbury has seen more than 180 new 
homes allowed since last January. 

Michael Gibbard, Cherwell’s planning 
chief, said: “We can now be more robust 
in only approving applications on sites 
which we deem suitable. Previously a 
shortfall in housing numbers meant we 
had to prioritise the provision of homes, 
and only refuse applications if the 
development would significantly 
outweigh this benefit. 

“With a five-year land supply now in 
place, this pressure has been alleviated 
and we can assess applications using our 
own guidelines as opposed to those set by 
the Government. 

“As such, we do not consider this to be a 
suitable site. It would not only cause 
significant harm to the character of the 
area by developing open countryside, but 
would result in the village losing yet 
another field to housing.” 

The prospective site was a large field of 
about 14 hectares. The development 
would have housed about 265 people and 
also had space for potential community 
facilities. 

Some of the land had been reserved for 
a potential GP surgery, pharmacy and 
community centre, although this had not 
been formalised with an official 
application. 

M40 crash chaos

Daughter of man injured in 
NHS care says that no-one 
has been held to account

A WOMAN, whose father was left 
with a head injury while being 
cared for in a mental health cen¬ 
tre, won a legal battle with the 
NHS - but said it was not enough. 

Tracy Betteridge, 43, was award¬ 
ed more than £3,600 in compensa¬ 
tion after suing the Oxford Health 
NHS Foundation Trust. 

She said: “I’m not happy at all. I 
wanted people, like managers, to 
be made responsible for it. That 
hasn’t happened.” 

The case centred on her 76-year- 
old father Ivor, who was being 
treated for severe dementia at the 
Fiennes Centre in Hightown Road, 
Banbury, after his wife and carer, 
Georgina, died aged 71 from breast 
cancer in 2012. 

In February 2013, he was left 
with a head injury after a male 
health care assistant used a physi¬ 
cal restraint, aiming to calm him 
down while nurses tried to wash 
him. 

The agency health care assistant, 
who has not been named, has since 


been suspended from working at 
the trust. 

Miss Betteridge warned people 
needed to stand up for dementia 
sufferers. 

She said: “If they didn’t have 
somebody like me who stands 
their ground nobody would be any 
the wiser. My father would be just 
another statistic that falls off the 
face of the planet.” 

A report of the trust’s investiga¬ 
tion, published in May 2013, said it 
was not clear how Mr Betteridge 
fell, with one nurse saying she saw 
the assistant push him and anoth¬ 
er saying Mr Betteridge, who died 
in March 2014, simply stumbled af¬ 
ter the assistant let him go. 

Mr Betteridge, of Lower Brailes, 
was known to sometimes be vio¬ 
lent and had a total of 10 violence 
incidents on his record. 

The report said: “There was no 
care plan to manage his violence.” 

It also criticised the fact there 
were not enough staff on the ward 
because of sickness, with one 
nurse saying they were “coping, 
rather than caring”. 

The trust said it had reduced 
the number of patients at the Fi¬ 
ennes Centre so nurses were not 
so stretched and demanded staff 
have the most up-to-date train¬ 
ing in violence management and 
physical restraints before being 
allowed to work.

Seven years for stabbing culprit 


A MAN has been jailed for 
seven years after stabbing a 
man in Banbury last year. 

Atique Akhtar, 21, was 
found guilty of causing 
grievous bodily harm with 
intent and possession of an 
offensive weapon by a jury 
after an eight-day trial at 
Oxford Crown Court. 

The court heard he 
attacked a 22-year-old man 
with a knife at Moor Park, 
Banbury, on September 11, 
leaving him with a stomach 
injury. 

Akhtar, of Fergusson Road, 
Banbury was jailed for seven 
years for the GBH and three 
years for possession of a 


knife, to run concurrently. 
Co-defendant Umir Bashir, 
22, was found not guilty of 
wounding with intent. 

Investigating officer Pc 
Richard Blewitt said: “This 
sentence sends a clear 
message that violence will be 
dealt with robustly in 
Banbury. I would like to 
thank all the officers and 
staff who have worked on the 
investigation, as well as the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
for bringing Akhtar to 
justice. Finally, I would like 
to thank the victim for 
helping our investigation 
and for the courage they 
displayed during the trial.”

MEP warns online traders will go bust unless EU acts fast on changes to VAT

MOVES to overturn crippling 
tax changes will take too long to 
save many Oxfordshire traders 
from going out of business. 

That is the stark warning from 
a Euro MP, who has written to 
officials in Brussels calling for 
more urgency 

Anneliese Dodds, Labour MEP 
for the South East, is among 
those battling new VAT 
regulations which cover online 
trading. 

The European Parliament will 
begin discussions in September 
but a solution is unlikely to take 
effect until 2017. Ms Dodds said: 
“For the thousands of our 
constituents who have written to 
us in desperation about these 
new rules, simply saying ‘we will 
look at this in 2016’ is not good 
enough. People are worried 
about their very livelihoods 
here.” 

The changes, aimed at forcing 


Internet giants such as Amazon 
to pay more tax, came into force 
in January. 

Until then, VAT was charged at 
the rate of the country where the 
supplier was based, but is now 
charged according to where the 
customer is. 

And anyone selling digital 
services including screensavers, 
e-books, online magazines, 
software or even knitting 
patterns must register for VAT, 
even if their turnover is under 
the UK’s £81,000 threshold. 

Corset maker Julia Bremble 
revealed without the new 
regulations, she could have 
doubled the turnover of her 
online haberdashery store, Sew 
Curvy and the Oxford School of 
Corsetry. 

She said: “It’s ridiculous that 
we have to wait until 2016 or 
2017. They need to suspend these 
new regulations now.”

WORK has now started on 
a permanent home for Ban¬ 
bury’s now-famous phonebox 
library scheme. 

Last week residents spotted 
the appearance of fencing 
around a patch of ground 
next to the current red kiosk 
- opposite St John’s Church 
in South Bar Street. 

Banbury town councillor 
Kieron Mallon said last 
week: “The plinth has been 
put in which the phone box 
will be placed on to. 

“We aren’t there yet. 

“We are doing preparatory 
work for when the box 
arrives and then we will put 
it in place and paint it.” 


He could not confirm 
when the library would be 
complete but added that 
there would be a “grand 
opening” to celebrate its 
return. 

The original caused a social 
media storm in February 
when BT removed its 
shelving and books, which 
had been donated by an 
anonymous founder, citing 
health and safety concerns. 

In negotiations with 
the telecommunications 
company, Banbury 
Town Council refused to 
decommission the box’s 
working phone, which needed 
to be done to keep the library, 
but it was agreed that a 
brand new box next door 
could house the collection of 
books. 

BT spokesman Emma 
Tennant said: “We’re likely 
to be a few weeks away 
from the new community 
kiosk library being up and 
running. 


“At the moment the base for 
it is still being worked on. 

“We’ll get the kiosk to the 
place where it will be fitted 
out with its new shelving. 

“All the work that needs to 
be done to make this happen 
is going to plan.” 

A local business is among 
those that have rallied 
around to help make the 
project a reality. 

Hawkins Steel Ltd, in 
Thorpe Way, agreed to donate 
shelving to the new kiosk. 

Director Paul Jackson said: 
“The original creator of the 
library is an old school friend 
of mine. 

“That was the initial 
connection. 

“From our point of view, 
we are pleased to support 
something that has stirred a 
bit of community emotion. 

“I was aware of the phone 
box for some time before 
it became a focal point of 
interest. We would like to 
make sure it continues.”

A FORMER office and 1900s 
building, which has been 
converted into apartments, will 
be put on show this Saturday 
after a nine-month restoration 
project.

The romantic comedy goes 
back to basics in Man Up, a 
sweet, funny and charming 
tale of boy-meets-wrong-girl- 
but-doesn’t-realise-it, filmed 
on location in London. 

Directed at a brisk pace 
by Ben Palmer, who helmed 
The Inbetweeners Movie, this 
contrived tale of mistaken 
identity strips away most of 
the gross-out interludes that 
have become de rigueur for 
the genre. 

New York City-born writer 
and actress Lake Bell sports 
a flawless English actress 
as the hapless heroine, who 
bumbles and dithers in a 
Bridget Jones stylee minus 
the incessant self-doubt and 
criticism. 

She sparks a lively on¬ 
screen partnership with 
Simon Pegg, so we root for 
their unlikely lovebirds 
to overcome the various 
obstacles that screenwriter 
Tess Morris flings in their 
path. 

These include Rory Kinnear 
as a lecherous old school 
mate, who threatens to tell 
tales out of class about 
Bell’s protagonist unless 
she provides him with 
impromptu sexual favours. 

It’s the closest Morris 
comes to peddling gratuitous 
muckiness. 

The film opens with thirty¬ 
something singleton Nancy 


(Bell) trying to convince 
herself to “be more deviant... 
engage with life”. 

She retreats from a party 
full of potential suitors to 
spend the evening alone in a 
hotel room. 

“Put yourself out there,” 
suggests her happily 
partnered sister, Elaine 
(Sharon Horgan). “Cook 
more, understand the Israeli 
Palestine conflict...” 

On a train to London, 

Nancy meets a girl called 
Jessica (Ophelia Lovibond), 
who is meeting a blind date 
under the station clock at 
Waterloo station. 

Jessica will recognise her 
beau because they will both 
be holding copies of the 
bestselling self-help book Six 
Billion People And You, which 
is full of inspiring aphorisms 
including, “Your negative 
thoughts are ruining your 
life and everyone else.” 

When the train pulls into 
the station, Nancy discovers 
Jessica has left her copy 
behind and races after her, 
only to cross paths with 
the blind date, Jack (Simon 
Pegg), under the clock. 

On the spur of the moment, 
Nancy decides to pose as 
Jessica and see where the 
meeting leads. 

Surprisingly, she gets on 
well with Jack but there are 
skeletons in both of their 
closets they would prefer to 
keep hidden including his icy 
ex-wife (Olivia Williams) and 
her new partner (Stephen 
Campbell-Moore). 

Man Up is an unappealing 
title for a feel-good romp that 
relies heavily on the leads 
to carry the film through its 
occasional lulls. 


Cake Bookworm 


At The Water's Edge by Sara Gruen 
is published in hardback by Two 
Roads, priced £17.99 (ebook 
£6.99). 

AFTER publicly shaming themselves 
on New Year's Eve in 1944, Maddie 
and Ellis Hyde are cut off financially 
by Ellis' father. To win back his 
favour, the couple flee from Phila¬ 
delphia to the Scottish highlands in 
the midst of the raging war where 
Ellis attempts to hunt the Loch Ness 
monster, a task previously failed 
by his father. We follow Maddie's 
unexpected transformation as 
she struggles to redefine herself; 
virtually abandoned by her fame- 
hungry husband in a foreign land. 
Sara Gruen, the American author 
of Water For Elephants, masterfully 
depicts the significance of class poli¬ 
tics and unlikely female friendships 
in a war-torn environment, this is 
a genuinely beautiful novel and an 
enthralling love story, which simply 
cannot be put down. 


The Cellar by Minette Walters is 
published in hardback by Hammer, 
priced £12.99 (ebook £8.64). 

MINETTE Walters takes us into the 
dark and chilling world of child ab¬ 
duction, imprisonment and slavery 
in her latest novel. Muna's earliest 
memories are of a children's home, 
until the day a stranger appeared 
claiming to be her aunt. From that 
day forward her life would change, 
forever. Kept as a slave by the Son- 
goli family, Muna is restricted in all 
parts of her life, not given access to 
education and treated with no re¬ 
spect, especially late at night by Mr 
Sonogli. The story is told through 
Muna's eyes. When the Songoli's 
son goes missing, a chain of events 
occur that see the downtrodden, ill- 
treated Muna finally turn the tables 
on her captors. Walters' sometimes 
graphic prose left me feeling 
uneasy, but the story moves at a 
quick enough pace to make this an 
enjoyable read.

Screenwriter Morris 
doesn’t overcomplicate her 
narrative, juxtaposing Nancy 
and Jack’s eventful first 
date with preparations for 
the 40th anniversary party 
of her parents (Ken Stott, 
Harriet Walter), who know 
all about the ups and downs 
of married life. 

Kinnear sinks his pearly 
whites into his intentionally 
garish supporting role with 
unrestrained vim. 

Dialogue is peppered with 
polished one-liners and 
Palmer sustains momentum 
until a suitably grand finale 
that proves you can’t hurry 
love, even with GPS tracking. 


Mrs Engels by Gavin McCrea is 
published in hardback by Scribe, 
priced £14.99 (ebook £5.69). 

IT'S 1870 Victorian England and 
millworker Lizzie Burns is London- 
bound from Manchester with 
her lover, the celebrated theorist, 
Frederick Engels. Lizzie's new home 
is a million miles from the cotton 
mills and although she appears to 
adapt to these new surroundings, 
this arrangement doesn't always 
meet with the approval of the Lon¬ 
don elite. It is fascinating to learn 
about the hugely influential figures 
of Frederick Engels and Karl Marx 
through the eyes of the witty, feisty 
and incredibly likeable character of 
Lizzie. She provides a shrewd, prole¬ 
tariat's eye view of socialist society 
and their never-ending discussions 
and debates. Based on a true story, 
McCrea captures time and place so 
eloquently and Lizzie's determina¬ 
tion and facetiousness inhabits 
every single page of this novel.

Four councillors will be swap¬ 
ping roles including Tony Ilott 
taking on lead member for public 
protection. This covers safeguard¬ 
ing and licensing such as public 
and environmental health, licens¬ 
ing for premises and vehicles and 
food hygiene. 

Debbie Pickford will cover envi¬ 
ronmental services such as waste, 
recycling and energy in her role as 
lead member for clean and green 
and John Donaldson taking over 
as lead member for housing. 

Now in its fifth year, the Brighter 
Futures in Banbury partnership 
programme now comes under 
councillor Kieron Mallon as its 
lead member.

Summer boat 
safety warning 

BOATERS in the county have been 
warned to stay aware of the risks 
of carbon monoxide poisoning this 
summer. 

Oxfordshire County Council Fire 
and Rescue Service said 30 boaters 
have died after being poisoned by the 
gas in the past 20 years. 

A further 30 have died in boat fires. 

The warning comes ahead of 
national Boat Safety Week, which 
runs until Sunday. 

Carbon monoxide poisoning occurs 
when fuels such as gas, oil, coal or 
wood do not burn fully. 

When the fire burns in an enclosed 
space the oxygen is gradually used 
up and replaced by carbon dioxide. 

When inhaled, it causes a chemical 
reaction meaning the blood is no 
longer able to carry oxygen, which 
can lead to death. 

The fire and rescue service has 
warned people using boats to make 
vital safety checks and follow the 
engine operating guidelines. 

Boaters are also advised to fit 
smoke alarms and carbon monoxide 
detectors. 

During Boat Safety Week 
firefighters will talk to boat owners 
in Banbury and will hand out 
leaflets about the risks of carbon 
monoxide poisoning and how to 
guard against it. 

Fire and rescue service home, road 
and community safety manager 
David Heycock said: “Smoke alarms 
can make a real difference to the 
outcome of fires on boats. 

“We want all boat users to be aware 
of the risks and want to see suitable 
smoke alarms installed in all boats 
with overnight accommodation.”

SHHHH! Kia has built a car 
that is almost too quiet for its 
own good. 

So silent is the electrically- 
powered version of the Soul that 
the Korean car maker has fitted 
it with a low-speed sound system 
to warn pedestrians and cyclists 
as it whispers stealthily down 
city streets. 

For drivers, the main concern 
with any electric car is not how 
quiet it is but the number of 
miles it can cover, and Kia is 
making some bold assertions for 
its lithium-ion polymer batter¬ 
ies - most importantly a claimed 
range of 132 miles. 

Having said that, after I fully 
charged the Soul’s battery pack, 
the dashboard read-out stead¬ 
fastly refused to register a range 
of more than 88 miles. 

What is clear is that the regen¬ 
erative braking system, which 
tops up the batteries when coast¬ 
ing or slowing down, plays a 
real part in extending the range, 
as one day’s running around 
proved 

A trip of more than 50 miles 
involving runs from Witney to 
Oxford, then Carterton, Kidling- 
ton and back to Witney, left the 
car registering more than 30 
miles in the “tank”. 

That is impressive and the 
smooth, fashionable, five-seat

Soul EV is the first pure electric 
car I have driven that has not 
induced an attack of so-called 
range anxiety 

Helping to squeeze out the 
miles is an air conditioning 
system which can be set to heat 
or cool only one side of the car 
when the driver is travelling 
alone; super-low-rolling-resist¬ 
ance tyres and extra aerody¬ 
namic features beneath the car, 
where the 274kg battery system 
is housed. 

The remainder of the electric 
drive components are mounted 
beneath the bonnet, where the 
engine would normally be lo¬ 
cated. 

Because an electric motor re¬ 
quires less cooling than a petrol 


engine, the front of the Soul EV 
has been blanked off where the 
radiator grille would normally 
be found, also bringing aerody¬ 
namic benefits. The charging 
ports are hidden behind a panel 
in this blanked-off section. 

Owners have the option of re¬ 
charging the batteries through 
a standard domestic socket, via 
the Kia-branded wallbox sup¬ 
plied as standard, or through a 
public fast charger. 

It is surprisingly quick off the 
mark, tackles steep hills with 
ease and its 90mph potential top 
speed allows it to cruise happily 
at motorway speeds. 

It comes in a range of bright 
colours so you should see it com¬ 
ing - even if you can’t hear it. 


Silverstone Classic 

Event is a celebration of iconic cars 


THREE of Britain's best-loved and 
iconic TR sports cars will be 
celebrating major milestones at 
this summer's 25th anniversary 
Silverstone Classic (July 24-26). 

It is 60 years since the TR3 was 
born, 50 years since TR4A was 
introduced and 40 years since the 
launch of the TR7 - all three 
significant birthdays will be 
marked with massive displays, plus 
a memorable circuit parade. 

The TR Register - in partnership 
with the TR Drivers Club and 
Triumph Sports Six Club - has 
teamed up with the event 
organiser to ensure a huge turnout 
and more than 100 models are 
expected to join in the festivities. 


When released in 1955, the 
Triumph TR3 was a considerable 
progression from the previous TR2. 
Most notably, perhaps, it was the 
first British series production car to 
feature disc brakes. 

Ten years later, the Triumph 
TR4A was introduced, again 
showcasing significant steps 
forward in sports car engineering, 
with its independent rear 
suspension and revised styling, to 
fit the requirements for indicator 
repeaters in the vital American 
market.
